of Sentiment for Water- 
ways and Conservation 
of Resources. 


This Is the Feeling of the Peo- 
ple, Who Think the Speaker 
Has Thwarted Them in 
Past Efforts. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
There is nothing more popular in the middle 
west at the present time than development 
of waterways and conservation of natural 
resources. 


During the trip I made through this seo- 
tion I found practical unanimity upon these 
matters. The Mississippi and its tributaries, 
the Missouri on the west and the Ohio on 
the east, and the numerous streams which 
feed them, are looked upon properly as ar- 
teries vital to the life of the people. They 
not only make the soll fertile and permit 
living, but they form transportation agencies 
of untold value. Without them the middie 
west would be a desert; without their ade- 
quate development the middle west will be 
more and more at the mercy of the rail- 
roads. 
The immense increase in the volume of 
crops in this part of the country and the 
stupendous growth of manufactures promise 
a golden future without a horizon, and it is 
imperative if that promise shall be fulfilled 
that the policies which Theodore Roosevelt 
formulated and which President Taft has 


pledged himself to execute shall be carried 
out. 


People Know What They Want. 

The above is not an expression of my own 
Opinion It is a faithful portrayal of the 
views uttered by the numerous persons of all 
classes with whom I talked. They wil! per- 
mit no failures, accept no excuses for eva- 
sion of their will. They purpose to hold di- 
rectly responsible for results the men in the 
federal administration and in congress whom 
they have elected to write their purposes into 
law. 
It was impossible to talk for any length 
of time without discovering that one of the 
causes of the agitation against Speaker Can- 
non is the widespread belief that he is not 
in sympathy with the development and con- 
servation program. The measures to this 
end which have been enacted with the speak- 
er's approval are accepted at their face value. 
But more is demanded, more than it is be- 
neved from the speaker’s own utterances he 
is willing to give. The truth of the matter 
is that the progressives are not disposed to 
give the speaker credit for anything, are pic- 
turing him as a reactionigt in every public 
movement and blame him for things which 
he was powerless to handle. Ina word, he is 
looked upon as the house of representatives 
and is criticised for what it has failed to do. 


People Blame Cannon in Advance. 
It is not my purpose to discuss whether 
this is fair or unfair. The fact of its ex- 
istence is what I could not escape noting. 
The conviction that the tariff law does not 
represent downward revision in the sense 
wanted by the majority of the people 
of the middle west and the shouldering of 
responsibility therefor upon the speaker are 
cited as evidence of what will happen to 
other progressivé policies, including those 
relating to conservation and waterways. 
And the mass of the people will not stand 
for anything of the kind. 

In IHMinois I heard manufacturers and 
farmers speak strongly in favor of the lake 
to the gulf movement. In Missouri, which 
has become the first shoe manufacturing 
state, which has other large industries, and 
which is developing her mines and getting 
larger crops every year, the need of develop- 
ment is discussed within the homes. Kansas 
regards the sluggish Missouri with the same 
pride as she does her wheat fields Nebraska 
knowe and thinks of the hundreds of millions 
that would be saved by adequate water facili- 
tles. . 

Northern Belt Also Eager. 
Iowa, progressive, determined, getting most 
of her wealth from the soil, desires it well. 
irrigated and demands the maintenance and 
development of sufficient water as well as 
rall transportation means. Minnesota be- 
Heves to run in debt for the improvement of 
the Mississippi would be the part of wisdom, 
no matter if the expenditure should amount 
to half a billion. Wisconsin, with her outlets 
upon the lake, realizes that her prosperity 
has been brought about largely by the prox- 
imity of the magnificent body of water ai 
her doors and the harbor improvements the 
federal government has made, and firmly be- 
lieves in the development of the rivers, ex- 
pecting to lnerease the wealth of th com- 
munity thereby. What ts true of the states 
named is true of Indiana and other neigh- 
boring commonwealths, as shown by letters 
which I have received from trustworthy cor- 
respondents within their domains. 

Thus, there are no two minds about the 
development of the waterways. This quee- 
tion naturally includes that of preventing 
the control of flowage of waters by corpora- 
tions. It is not the purpose of the people ta 
dermit monopolization of water power sites 
They are emphatically hostile to such effort. 


Pinchot Looked To by People. 
President Taft, as his predecessor did, has 
announced his purpose to stop attempted 
monopoly. Gifford Pinchot, the chief for- 
ester, ia looked to by the people as the one 
to safeguard their rights. It was significant 
to find hard headed, practical men of busi- 
ness joining with farmers and professional 
men in upholding Pinchot and his course 
not only with reference to the retention of 
water power for the people but with respec‘ 
to general conservation measures. 

There is suspicion of Secretary Ballinger 
because of the belief that he attempted to 
overturn the Roosevelt policies and also in 
part because his plans have not sunk into 
the public mind. There seems to be a gen- 
eral disposition to accept Pinchot as the 
judge of what is right or wrong, and this 
in spite of the fact that he occupies a sub- 
ordinate position in the department of agri- 
culture, while Ballinger, as head of the in- 
terior department, has the responsibility of 
ceciding important questions of conserva- 


tion.

Judge Grosscup Tells Club Many 
Things Women Can’t Do. 


ART AND SENTIMENT HERS, 


. Fails in Theology and Business, and 
Not Much on Analysis, 


Judge Peter S. Grosscup expressed himself 
last evening on the subject of woman and her 
limitations. 

That was not the subject for which he was 
down on the program of the opening meeting 
of the Ossoli Woman's club in Highland Park, 
and the audience assembled had been under 
the polite impression that he intended to 
speak on women in club work. ä 

He thought, however, that he was to speak 
on women in to work—to real work. 
He didn't believe that she had much place in 
that realm. At the outset he said: 

“I am not going to speak this evening of 
woman and motherhood. The recent chief 
of the nation, now in Africa, has taken that 
out of the department of the judiciary and 
made it an executive matter. 

Woman is pre@minently a creature of de- 
tall, but she considers each one separately 
and never in relation to anything eise, ex- 
cept perhaps the relation which a feather 
bears to a hat. 

She is not a scientist, for science consists 
in gathering masses of detail. 

She is a failure even at doctoring, except 
in the humanitarian phases of it, such as are 
embraced in good nursing. 


Too Critical for Theology. 


“She ig not good as a theologian, because 
theology demands analysis, and a woman 
can't sit off and analyze anything. she 
would be all the time picking at the nem ot 
omniscience. and wondering if it was made 
of silk or nearsilk. 

„With all due deference to the majority of 
my audience, woman is not good in judicial 
work because she is devoid of the reasoning 


her career in jail for contempt of court be- 
cause a judge ruled against her and she threw 
a pitcher at him, 

Any man knows the end of a business 
career that any woman undertakes. She has 
not the qualities to conduct any business to 
success unless it is by a hit, an accident.“ 

In a way he apologized for his views by say- 
ing that a man's idea of a woman was not 
an intellectual process dut a habit.’ 

„A monkey, he said, in illustration, once 
found it could open a door when standing on 
its head and touched the spring with its 
paw. After that it always stood on its head 
to open the door, and so it is with man; he al- 
ways is standing on his head when sizing up 
a woman. 


All Have the Image. 
The image every man has on his sweet- 
heart is the same image. If you would cast 
a picture of 500 men’s conception of their 
sweetthearts on a slide every man would 
recognize her, but few of the original sweet - 
hearts would recognize themselves. She 
would be an innocent young creature who 
looks in your eyes and says things to you 
she has never said before, never will say 
again. In real life she probably has had 
other experiences. 
There are things which women can do 
royally, the speaker admitred. . 
She preserves the humanities, she inter- 
prets and produces art, she nourishes cul- ' 
ture, and cultivates sentiment. 
“Art is turning outside that which is inside 
of one, and no one can pour oneself out like 
a woman, Woman can feel and interpret 
music, even on a jews harm Women can be 


great fiction writers.” 
In the preservation of sentiment they con- 


tribute a great deal to humanity, in the opin- 
ion of Judge Grosecup. 

This,“ he said, is necessary to life in its 
entirety. Men create history, but the women 
are the only ones who have sentiment for it.

Crowd Attracted by Blaze. 

The fre :tarted in the fourth floor cf the 
building, on which chemicals used in re- 
producing pictures were stored, and spread 
so rapidly that the entire fourth, fifth, and 
sixth floors were in flames within » few 
minutes. The fire department responded toa 
„241 alarm just before 10 o’clock a: d it 
was nore than an nour before the lames 
were under control. 

The big blase attracted a crowd of people 
from the downtown district, and all of the 
availabie policemen were required to keep 
them back from the danger zone. Explosions 
of oll and chemicals hurled bricks and « ¢bris 
into the street at times and threatened the 
lives of the firemen. 

Three firemen who ventured inside the 
bullding were injured in the fal) of the ceiling 
ot the fourth floor. One of them, James 
Cowhey, was pinned under the burring 
beams and rescued by his companions. Oth- 
ers were struck „y flying timbers and bricks 
during the series of explosions which oc- 
curred. 

Danger from a High Sign. 

A huge sign at the top of the building en- 
dangered the firemen in their work as the fire 
burned away at its supports until one of the 
companies went on the roof in the clouds of 
smoke and pulled it back to a place of se- 
curity.

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HOOK WORM WAR 


John D. Rockefeller Will Aid 
in Extermination of Germ 
of “Lazy Disease” in 
Southern States. 


CHOOSES 12 FOR FIGHT. 


Intrusts Expenditure of Fund to 
Commission, Ineluding His 
Son and Noted Sei- 
entists. 


New York, Oct. 28—[{Specital.}—John D. 
Rockefeller, impressed by the reports of the 
ravages of the hock worm or “lazy bug 
in the southern states, has given $1.000.000 in 
cash to be used in the eradication of this 
parasite, known in scientific circles as the 
American murderer,“ which is sapping the 
vitality and destroying the usefulness of a- 
least 2,000,000 actual and potentia! workers 
in those states. Mr. Rockefeller explains his 
gift by saying that his sojourns in the south 
have interested him greatly in its people and 
made him desirous of aiding them in every 
way in his power. 

A commission of twelve men, to be knows 
as the Rockefeller commission, has been in- 
trusted with the work of spending this money 
expeditiously and has been notified that it 
can draw any part or all of the fund at any 
time within the next five years. The commis- 
sion was chosen after a conference at 26 
Broadway on Tuesday. to which all the mem- 
ders were invited

The members of the commission, in fram- 
ing a reply to Mr. Rockefeller’s offer of 
$1,000,000, declared that the proposition met 
with their heartiest appreciation.

It is by 
no means confined to one class; it takes its 
toll of suffering and death from the intelli- 
gent and well to do as well as from the less 
fortunate.” 

Mr. Rockefeller’s Letter. 

Mr. Rockefelier wrote to the conferees: 

New York, Oct. 26.—Gentlemen: For 
many months my representatives have been 
inquiring into the nature and prevalence 
of “‘hookworm disease,”’ and considering 
plans for mitigating its evils. I have de 
layed action in this matter only until the 
facts as to the extent of the disease could 
be verified and the effectiveness of ita cure 
and prevention demonstrated. 

The wide distribution and the serious 
effects of this malady, particularly in the 
rural districts of our southern states, 
first pointed out by Dr. Charles Wardell] 
Stiles of the United States public health 
and marine hospital service, have now 
deen confirmed by independent observa. 
tions of other distinguished investigators 
and physicians, as 211 as by educators and 
public men of the south, 

Knowing your interest in all that pen 
tains to the well being of your fellow men 
and your acquaintance with this subject, 1 
have invited you to a conference in the 
hope that it may lead toe the adoption of 
well considered plans for a co-operative 
movement of the medical profession, pub 
lic health officials, board of trade, churches, 
schools, the press, and other agencies for 
the cure and prevention of this disease. 

“Te you deem it wise to undertake this 
commission, I shall be glad to be permitted 
to work with you to that end, and you may 
call upon me from time to time for such 
sums as may be needed during the vext five 
years for carrying on an aggressive comm 
paign, up to a total of 92, 000, 000. 5 

While it would be a privilege to act in 
any movement which offers assurance of 
relieving human suffering, 1d is a peculiar 
pleasure to me to feel that the principal 
activities of your board will be among the 
people of our southern states. It has been 
my pleasure of late to spend a portion of 
each year in che south, and I have come te 
know and to respect greatly that part of our 
country and to enjoy the society and friend- 
ship of many of its warm hearted people,

The “ hookworm ” parasites often 80 low- 
er the vitality of those who are afflicted 
as to retard their physical and meatal de- 
velopment, render them more susceptible 
to other diseases, make labor less efficient, 
and, in the sections where the malady is 
most prevalent, greatly increase the death 
yate from consumption, pneumonia, typhoid 
fever, and malaria. It has been shown that 
the lowered vitality of multitudes long at- 
tributed to malaria and climate, and seri- 
eusly affecting economic development, is, 
in fact, largely due in some districts to this 
parasite. 

The disease is by no means confined to 
any one class; it takes its toll of suffering 
and death from the highly intelligent and 
well to do as well as from the less fortu- 
nate. It is a conservative estimate that 
8. 000, 000 of our people are infected by this 
parasite. The disease is more common and 
more serious in children of school age than 
in other persons. 

Widespread and serious as the infection 
is, there is a most encouraging outlook, 
The disease can be easily recognized, read- 
ily and effectively treated, and by simple 
and proper sanitary precautions success- 
fully prevented.

Parasite Cause of Anemia. 


é 
The “ hookworm,’’ according to New York 


medical authorities, is a hairlike parasite to 
which is charged a form of anemia preva- 
lent especially among the poor people of the 
south. It was not until recent years that 
members of the medical profession recog- 
nized that a parasite caused the malady. 

In December, 1902, Dr. Charles Wardell 
Stiles, then a zodlogist in the bureau of ani- 
wal industry at Washington, who had been 
studying intestinal parasites, announced to 
the Pan-American Sanitary congress his 
conviction that the so-called laziness and 
* shiftlessness’"’ widely observed in tertain 
portions of the south was a specific disease 
due to the hookworm.” Many members of 
‘the congress expressed surprise at the an- 
mouncement, and up to the present the dis- 
@ase has been a matter of some controversy. 

Dr. Stiles found his first case for personal 
mvestigation in a Washington hospital in 
4902. He became convinced that the hook- 
worm was the parasite that was causing 
much of the anemia and its resulting lassi- 
tude in the south, but waited six years before 
ne found his second case. This man was a 
sailor and attributed his rundown condition 
to the fact that he had been compelled to 
drink water which in sixty-five days had 
killed 378 imported Russian peasant laborers. 
Two hundred “ hookworms” were found in 
this man, and his case resulted in the dis- 
cowery also of a more reliable diagnosis for 
the disease. 


Resembles Bit of Thread. 
From what is known now of the hook- 
worm it seems that this parasite, although 
Jess than half an inch in length, operates on 
the intestines of its victims in such a way as 
to sap his vitality without giving any defi- 
mite indication of its presence until its rav- 
Ages have gone too far to be checked. The 
hookworm resembles a bit of soiled coarse 
thread, but it has a complete and well devel- 
oped set of organs—mouth esophagus, intes- 
tinal éanal, and various glands. The female 
has a capacity for laying many thousands 
of eggs. 

The mouth of the hookworm is cup shaped. 
It is bordered by a flattened, flange-like rim 
that cam be squeezed up snugly against the 
intestine of its victim during feeding. This 
gives the worm a sort of purchase which 
makes of its strong, well muscled esophagus 
a sort of suction pump. The mouth is 
equipped with two pairs of lancing teeth and 
at the rim is a fang shaped like a sharp 
Gagger. This has a long gland at its base. 


How It Eats Victim’s Blood. 


When the hookworm is ready to eat it 
gucks a bit of the intestine of its victim into 
ite mouth, lances it with its teeth and 
fang, and starts sucking the blood. Eventu- 
Ally a colony of a few dozen hookworms 
working in one man’s intestines will liter- 
élly eat him up. 

The hookworm female's eggs must be 
Hatched in the open air and the larvae, in 
the second stage of their development, regain 
@n entrance to the human body by boring 
through the skin into the cutaneous veins, 
up to the heart, thence to the lungs, and fina!- 
to the digestive tract. When the disease 
is suspected it is easy of treatment and it 
ip hoped. that the work of exterminating 
the larvae will be carried to as successful a 
conclusion as attended the efforts to wipe 
gut the yellow fever bearing mosquito. If 
this cam be accomplished the disease will be 
wiped out in a few years, according to the 
ecientists.

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IN JURY HEARING 


Commissioners Are Cross Ex- 
amined Before Evidence 
Against Them Is Given. 


ADMIT EVASIONS OF LAW. 


Prosecutor Wayman Declares 
Some One Counterfeited Shep- 
ard Co. Union Label. 


The preliminary skirmish in State's At- 
torney Wayman’s fight to oust the jury com- 
missioners and to cleanse a rotten system 
of its impurities took place yesterday before 
Judges Barnes, Rinaker, and Honoré, and, in 
the opinion of the prosecutor, important ad- 
missions were made by witnesees for the 
defense. 

Contrary to the usual procedure in courts 
of law the jurists permitted the commission; 
ers to put in their side of the tase first, and 
not until they have explained the jury sys- 
tem thoroughly will the state’s attorney be 
allowed to present the evidence which he has 
in his possession. It probably wil) be some 
time next week before the defense closes its 
case, as no further evidence will be heard 
until Monday. 

The state’s attorney filed a formal petition 
just before the hearing opened, setting forth 
additional charges against the commission- 
ers and declaring outright that the office had 
—— conducted in open violation of the state 

ws. 


Facts Brought Out by Wayman. 


In the cross examination of several wit- 
nesses who took the stand on behalf of the 
commissioners, Mr. Wayman succeeded in 
bringing out that— 


No jury lists, as required by law, have been kept, 
and that the names of persons for grand jury and 
petit jury service have not been selected from a 
jury list. 

Surplus cards—cards on which no return was 
made and cards which came back from the courte— 
were placed in a trunk and these same cards were 
placed in the jury box again without having been 
checked up with the record cards. : * 

Clerks of the different courts have made numer- 
ous errors in the trial of cases by making 
no return om some cards and returning other 
cards pt jurors that had not served as served.“ 

E. D. Reddington, a former jury commis- 
sioner, and William A. Amberg, one of the 
present commissioners, were the principal 
witnesses. Both explained the system tothe 
judges and both admitted that no jury lists 
had ever been kept, as required by law. Red- 
dington told of the trunk in which the surplus 
cards were kept and declared Capt. Roswell 
H. Mason, in theory,“ had the key to this 
trunk. He was not certain whether other 
clerks in the office had keys or not. 


Admissions Made by Reddington. 

„% How many would that trunk contain?” 
Mr. Wayman asked. 

Six. seven, or eight thousand,” Mr. Red- 
Gington replied. : 

Where were the grand jury cards kept?” 
“They were in a trunk also.“ 

Were these carde ever checked with the 
record cards?’ 

“ No, I don’t think so. They were checked 
in the first place and we thought that was all 
that was necessary.”’ 

Did you have any way of telling whether 
the cards taken from the trunk and replaced 
in the jury box were not fraudulent?” ° 

“I can’t say that we had.“ 

“Are you sure the trunk was always 
locked?” 

“No, Iam not.“ 

Asked regarding the errors of certain 
court clerks in returning jury cards,- Mr. 
Reddington said such things had been called 
to his attention on different occasions, but 
he had always attributed themto mistakes 
that were bound to happen.“ 

Was it not possible for these clerks to 
draw their own juries?’ asked Mr. Wayman. 
O, anything is possible,“ replied the wit- 
ness. They could not have done # unless 
ther was collusion—and I always had abso- 
jute confidence in my employés.” 

“Then there could have been colMusion rd 
persisted the prosecutor. a 

** Yes, I suppose there could, but I am sure 
there never was 


Rule of Thumb“ Followed. 
What rule did vou follow in drawing the 
cards from the trunk?“ asked Mr. Wayman. 
Well, we never had any set rule. I sup- 
pose what we did was by a rule of thumb.“ 
W. J. Onahan and Frank B. Spooner took 
the stand following the cross examination of 
Reddington and were asked if they could add 
to the latter’s testimony. Both were of the 
opinion they could not. Mr. Wayman said 
he did not care to question them, but showed 
a tendency to proceed ‘with the hearing and 
get the present commissioners on the stand. 
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office and other records used in drawing 
juries. These were all examined carefully 
by the judges. Judge Barnes occasionally 
asked a question, as did Judges Rinaker and 
Honoré. 

In the petition filed by State's Attorney 
Wayman befire the beginning of the hearing 
portions of the October grand jury’s report 
were embodied, although several new 
charges against the commissioners’ office 
were brought out in detail. Among these 
was the accusation that jury cards printed 
by the firm of Henry O. Shepard had been 
counterfeited. 


Bogus Oards Drawn from Box. 


Regarding the printing of the cards which 
contained bogus union labels the petition 


states: 

That the Henry O. Shepard company is a 
printing firm entitled to use union labei No. 57 
and has had the right since March 27, 1896, 
that on Feb. 26, 1907, that company printed 
20,000 cards on requisition and order of the 
superintendent of public service of Cook 
county; that it hes also printed court cards 
for use in the courts; that union label No. 57 
appears in the upper right hand corner of the 
face of the jury service cards and it appears 
in the middle of the lower part of the court 
card; no jury service cards were printed or 
have ever been printed by the Henry O. Shep- 
ard company with the label anywhere but in 
the upper right hand corner; that notwith- 
standing this fact a large number of jury 
service cards have been used by the jury com- 
missioners &nd have been drawn from the 
jury box bearing the label No. 57 on the mid- 
dle of the lower back of the cards; that these 
cards so bearing the label No. 57 on the mid- 
dle of the lower back of the cards were not 
printed by Henry O. Shepard company, the 
only authorised user of label No. 57: and 
your petitioner charges that all of such Airds 
so drawn from the jury box are bogus cards. 


Names in Other Handwriting. 
The petition further declares that Commis- 
sioner McLane and Commissioner Holland 
from time to time handed lists of hundreds 
of names to Roswell Mason, clerk of the com- 
mission, on slips of paper in handwriting 
other than MeLane's or Holland's and that 
the liste were handed to Mason in some cases 
in the presence of Commissioner Amberg 
and Mason was instructed to send notices 
covering said lists; and that the names 
thereon were placed in the jury box and the 
grand jury box; that such names were not 
selected from a jury list entered tn a book 
or books to be kept for that purpose and were 
not taken from any card system then main- 
tained in the office of said commissioners. 

It asserts the so-called grand jury list in 
books Nos. 1 and 2 were not and are nota 
legal valid grand jury list compiled and pre- 
pared as contemplated by law; but the so- 
called grand jury list was compiled from the 
cards or tickets themselves in violation of 
law; and the names of persons selected for 
grand jury duty were not selected from a jury 
list or any definite list of names in a book 
or books kept for that purpose. 

It is charged that the commissioners have 
failed and neglected to establish the system 
required by law, but have substituted there- 
for a so-called system under which it is im- 


| possible to comply with the law and impossi- 
ble to check against anything that is done 
and difficult to ascertain definitely what has 
been done in any given instance, resulting 
in a state of affairs inimica) to the adminis- 
tration of public justice. 

Concluding, the petition says: 

“Wherefore, your petitioner respectfully 
prays that the judges of Cook county, in a 
certain procedure, the manner of which is to 
be determined by the said judges, hear the 
evidence to be presented by the petitioner, 
and such other evidence as may be forth- 
coming, for the purpose of taking such action 
as they may deem proper. 


State’s Attorney Is Confident. 


State’s Attorney Wayman declined to com- 
ment on the developments of the day other 
than to say that he was satisfied with thetes- 
timony given by the witnesses. 

If we can get these admissions from the 
commissioners’ own witnesses, what wil) we 
do when we present our side of the case?’ 
said he. Rest aseured we will prove every 
charge made in the petition and we will 
prove them beyond a shadow of a doubt.“ 

The evidence to be presented by Mr. Way- 
man, however, will not have any connection 
with the cases against Commissioner Hol- 
land, Nicholas J. Martin, and Willis Ray- 
burn, the men under indictment for “ jury 
fixing.“ 

Assistant State’s Attorney Thomas Mar- 
shall was with Mr. Wayman during the days 
proceedings. He declared the testimony of 
the witnesses went far te bear out the con- 
tentions of the state. 

Facts drawn from Maj. Reddington,” said 
he. “ substantiate the charges made by the 
grand jury that the commissioners’ office is 
not and never was carried on in compliance 
with the law. It was shown, as charged, 
that no jury book wes kept and that the 
cards were not secured as the law demands.“ 


CITY HALL CLERK ARRESTED |

with Cash Box, Held on New Charges. 


Benjamin M. Payne Jr., an assistant vault 
clerk in the office of the city controller, who 
was one of three employés suspended 
after the cash box containing $450 disap- 
peared three days ago, was arrested yester- 
day in connection with the burlary last 
August of a west side shoe store. 

Detectives were investigating the disap- 
pearance of the cash when they learned that 
Payne had sold a pair of new shoes to Fred 
Hollen, a city hall janitor, and had offered 
another pair to A. E. Bernstein, a fellow 
employé in the controller's office.

Auro HOLDUP MEN CAUGHT 


One Identified as Robber Who 
Terrorized Beverly Club. 


FRIEND MAKES OONFESSION. 


Tells Police How Two Prisoners Laid 
in Wait for Auto Parties. 


Two men belleved by the police to be re- 
sponeible for half a dozen automobile holdups 
within the last two months, and who were 
positively identified last night as the men 
who held up two automobile parties, are 
under arrest at the New City police station. 

One of these men, William Goll, was iden- 
tified Wednesday night as the lone robber 
who held up the employés of the Beverly 
club. Two others were arrested yesterday 
and are being held as witnesses against Goll 
and Rudolph Franta, his alleged partner. 

Frank Mudra, in a sworn statement to In- 
spector William P. Clancy, said that Goll 
admitted that he held up the Beverly club as 
well as a number of automobile parties. 


Tells of Auto Holdups. 

„Goll and Franta told me,“ said Mudra, 
that they held up an automobile on Fifty- 
fifth street, near Robey, six weeks ago. A 
week later. they held up another near the 
same place, and still another automobile on 
Western boulevard, near Forty-fourth 
street.” 

Describing the Beverly club holdup as told 
him by Goll, Murda stated: 

„Goll said he lined them up against the 
wall and ordered one of the fellows to go 
through the pockets of the others. The man 
started to do it when a night watchman 
came. He said he covered the night watch- 
man with his gun. The others began to scat- 
ter and seeing he could not hold them he 
then ran away.” 

Identified by “Auto Victims.” 

Both Goll and Franta were identified by 
Clarence Boardman, 4144 Berkeley avenue, 
and David Weaver, 4147 Langley avenue, 
as the men who held them up in an automo- 
bile a month ago at Garfield boulevard and 
Robey street at 1 o’clock in the morning. 

Willlam Russell. 863 Fifty-fifth street, 
identified the men as the ones who held him- 
self and Blaine Beach, 4008 Union avenue, 
up at Borty-fourth street in an automobile 
in September. 

James Triska, another witness held by the 
police, had in his possession a watch be- 
longing to Clarence Boardman, one of the 


men held up in an automobile. 


Commissioner Amberg took the witness | 
stand late in the afternoon. Former Judge 
Edward O. Brown, his legal representative 
in the hearing, first brought out the reasons 
that had prompted the wealthy business man 
to accept the appointment of jury commis- 
sioner. 

“I did not take it for monetary reasons,“ 
said Mr. Amberg, but because I snould do so 
as @ public spirited citizen. Since then I have 
given up most of my time to the work of re- 
organizing the jury drawing syetem. Ihave 
even cut my summer vacations in two in 
order to come to Chicago to be present at 
the drawing of venires. 


Efforts to Improve System. 

J didn’t want to take the position in the 
first place, but my friends urged me to ac- 
cept and so when I did so I decided to inaugu- 
rate a system that could never be beaten.” 

Attorney Brown, in order to show Mr. Am- 
berg’s qualifications for improving the jury 
drawing system, had the witness explain 


many of the present filing devices used in 
present day business, and that he had in- 
vented and patented systems as early as 1878, 
and had given hie life to devising filling 
systems. | 
The witness told of how he first learned 
that the depletion of names on the poll books 
year after year was making the returns 
meager and unsatisfactory. More work, he 
said, was needed to get jurors and it was 
necessary to devise a new system. 
“I first learned we could use the directory 
in place of the poll books and make a marked 
saving of clerical work,“ said he. “The new 
system does away with record cards, in so 
far as the city names are concerned. We 
now need them only for the country jurors. 


Card Catalogue 15 Used. 


“A book of jurors names was never kept 
because it would be impossible to make ad- 
ditions to such a book, as new names came 
from: minors who had reached the age of 21 
and from persons moving into the city. It 
is essential that these names be kept in strict 
alphabetical order. This can only be done 
with a card catalog, such as was first devised 
a number of years ago for libraries. I con- 
soltidated the card files of men who had served 
or were exempt. This list includes 240,000 
names.

CITY IS NOW INVOLVED IN IT. 


H. G. Foreman Stops Underground 
Wiring, Demanding the 25 Per 
Cent Discount on Rates.

The city government was precipitated into 
a clinch between the south park board 
and the Chicago Telephone company yester- 
day. It was brought in as a referee, but is 
likely to become a combatant before the 
deadlock is broken. 

The park commission refuses to permit the 
telephone company to place underground its 
wires in Sixty-seventh street between Stew- 
art and Cottage Grove avenues, which, as a 
boulevard, is under its jurisdiction. Presi- 
dent Henry G. Foreman said that the per- 
mission would be refused until the entire 
south park system is given the 25 per cent 
reduction in telephone rates granted the city 
government. 

President B. E. Sunny, aroused because the 
underground work is required by his fran- 
chise, appealed to Corporation Counsel 
Brundage, who replied that not only had Mr. 
Sunny all the necessary authority to go 
ahead with the work, but that the granting 
of the reduction would be a violation of the 
company’s franchise. 

That the fight may involve more than the 
situation in Sixty-seventh street with a pos- 
sible long battle in the courts was indicated 
by Mr. Sunny’s letter to Mr. Brundage.

SEEKS ART, BUT SEES SMOKE 


Miss May Morris Calls Smudge 
Fatal to Esthetic Life. 


MILDLY FAVORS SUFFRAGE. 


English Woman Will Spend Month 
Here in Chicago 


With her arms resting across the back ofa 
black stained settee such as her father, Will- 
lam Morris, poet and artist, might have de- 
signed many years ago, Miss. May Morris, 
sometimes spoken of as “ the essence of art 
herself, at Hull house last night said she 
saw a tiny ray of promise for art in America. 

“TI have not been here long enough to 
chance much of an opinion of Chicago, she 
said, but I am impressed with your smoke. 
You cannot hope to become a great city of art 
with such smoke. It seems that everything 
is chimneys with smoke pouring out of them. 
Iam reminded of our London fog. 

“Perhaps the only comment that I dare 
make of art in the states is this: Your coun- 
try house architecture is original and prom- 
ising. I had an opportunity to see something 
of your country houses in Pennsylvania and I 
was much impressed with them. 

„As I say, they show originality. They 
seem to grow out of natural conditions—they 
are not forced. I consider what I have seen 
it fs exceedingly little, however, to be 
promising. 


Silent on City Architecture. 

“Of your cities, of your architecture, of 
your art, or your artists I must not say any- 
thing. I have not been here long enough. 
When I have seen more of them I may speak. 
I have only thistosay: Architecture ig the 
first art—it is one of the most promising 
signs. 

“TY regret to say that I am a little pessi- 
mistic about art in England. Aeroplanes and 
the motor are weakening the interest in art. 
The English people just now are more excited 
about aeroplanes and aviation, but motor- 
ing still draws their fancy, and the result 
ig those who are supporting art—its patrons 
—are not so numerous. 

“Then, too, this indicates to me that It is 
not an artistic age—at least in England. The 
people are buying the big things of art. But 
there are so many deserving young artists. 
The people are afraid to trust to their judg- 
ment. They hesitate to buy the smaller 
things. 

„i am much interested in your arts and 
craft movement. I shall make a special 
study of this while here.” 


For Suffrage a Little Bit. 

Mise Morris was asked if she was in favor 
of votes for women, 

“©, I knew that was coming.“ she replied. 
“Yes, I am—just a small bit—but I'm not 
actively engaged in working for it. It will 
win, of course, and I'm giad it will be soon, 
for there are more important things. My 
interest in suffrage is linked with the guild 
workers in the arte and crafts,” 

Mise Morris said she had attended a recent 

eting of American suffragettes in Car- 
négie hall and was impressed with their en- 
thusiasm. 

„1 should say the American women were 
as enthusiastic as our women in England. 
There seemed as much interest in the contest 
here as in England.“ 

Speaking of the interest of women in art 
in England, Miss Morris stated that they 
were not banded together in the common 
cause of art as much as were the men. A 
friend told her it was the reverse here. She 
seemed much pleased with this news. 

„ am so much interested in what you in 
Chicago expect in art from the children of 
your foreign born residents,“ she added. 


Astonished by Big Policemen. 

When in New York Miss Morris said sfie 
was astonished at the size of the police- 
men. 

„ gaw lines of them at Cargenie hall,“ 
she said. I don't know that they were much 
different from our policemen except that they 
wore gray helmets instead of blue and were 
big. fellows, Your policemen are large, I 
understand.” 

Mise Morrie radiates art in her conversa- 
tion, her manners, her personality, her dress, 
and the jewelry she wears. She wore a grace- 
ful, black gown that seemed to hang from 
the shoulders, a neckband of handwork silver 
design, and an odd silver ornament inlaid 
with large varicolored stones that was pinned 
near her left shoulder. 

Her hair, streaked just a trie with gray, 
and @elicately curly, was brushed back 
straight from the middie. 

She will lecture in Chicago at the Engle- 
wood Woman's club and at the Art institute. 
She intends to remain in the city a month.

20,000 FIGHT TO 


HEAR GIPSY TALK 


Men Hurl Aside Policemen to 
Get Into Armory and Wom- 
en Plead in Vain. 


9,000 AT THE OVERFLOW. 


Car Traffic Blocked by Crowd, 
Which Waits Until Last Word 
Is Said at Meeting. 


Twenty thousand fought for entrance to the 
Seventh regiment armory last night to hear 
a Romany evangelist, whose strange elo- 
quence has moved the city from center to 
circumference, preach the gospel. 

Men struck each other in the face and 
women crowded weaker sisters from curb to 
gutter to gain a point of vantage in the 
throng that surged about the big oak doors. 
Nine thousand were allowed within the big 
auditorium and then the doors wereshut and 
locked. 

Without policemen were swept from their 
feet and were powerless in efforts to quiet 
the disappointed. These rushed against the 
doors and kicked and struck with their fists. 
Finally, preachers began open air addresses, 
and thousands, reaching across Wentworth 
avenue and blocking all traffic, listened. 

These outside services, before and behind 
the armory, ran on until after 10 o'clock, and 
after Gipsy Smith had pronounced the bene- 
diction within those worshiping in the glare 
of a full moon continued singing with un- 
wonted fervor.

One of the numerous extensions of time 
on city contracts that repeatedly have been 
denounced met with effective criticism by 
the corporation counsel's office yesterday, 
and as a result George W. Jackson, Inc., will 
be assessed about $2,500 on a $12,000 contract. 

The Jackson company had a contract to 
deliver before May 17, a total of 15,400 corpo- 
ration ferrules, asthe stop cocks on the water 
maine are known, and the deMvery has not 
been completed. The contract included a 
provision that failure to meet the delivery 
requirements would bind the company to pay 
$15 a day in liquidated damages to the 
eity. The aggregate now is about $2,500. 

On the recommendation of the council com- 
mittee on finance at the suggestion of the 
department of public works an order extend- 
ing the delivery time to Nov. 1 was passed, 
but this order the law department, through 
an opinion of W. K. Otis, approved by Cor- 
poration Counsel Brundage, declares unau- 
thorized and invalid. 

Ask for Approval. 
The matter was brought to the attention 


of that office by the submission for approval! 
by the public works department ot the agree- 


ment for an extension of time signed by 


George W. Jackson, president of the com- 
pany, and by John J. Hanberg, commissioner 
t public works, through his deputy, Paul 
Redieske.

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- | CONFESSES 15 WHITE SLAYER 


David Garfinkle of St. Louis, in 
Toils, Admits Connection. 


TWO OTHERS IMPLICATED. 


Tells Police Van Bever and Tyler Were 
“Syndicate” at This, End. 


With the arrest of David Garfinkle, a St. 
Louls ealoonkeeper, in that city yesterday 
afternoon and the discovery of the St. Louls 
headquarters of the gang of white slavers 
which is said to operate between that city and 
Chicago, Attorney Clifford G. Roe believes 
he now has captured all of the principals in 
the nefarious business. 

Garfinkle, with Maurice Van Bever, the 
owner of the notorious Paris resort at 
2101 Armour avenue, and the White City,” 
at 2102 Dearborn street; and Dick Tyler, a 
sort of manager for Van Bever, all were ar- 
rested on warrants issued from the Municipal 
court at the instance of State's Attorney 
Wayman. They are charged with conspiring 
to do an act against public morals. Mr. Roe, 
with officers. left for St. Louis on Wednesday 
and located Garfinkle yesterday. He prob- 
ably will be brought to Chicago today. 

After long sweating Garfinkle in the even- 
ing confessed part of the charges made 
against him by Tyler. 


Knew of Nefarious Trade. 


He admitted that he knew trade in young 
girls had been carried on in St. Louis, that 
many of them had been lured into the 
clutches of agents of the system and 
shipped to Chicago. 

He said he had allowed his saloon to be 
used as headquarters of the white slave 
traffic, that he had introduced girle to the 
Chicago representatives of the trade, and 
that he had assisted in sending about twelve 
girls to Chicago since last June. 

Garfinkle implicated the persons under ar- 
rest here. He said he allowed the use of his 
name in telegraphing for expenge money to 
bring girls to Chicago. 

After Garfinkle’s confession tothe St. Louis 
police and Mr. Roe the former are convinced 
that the traffic has become genera! in a way 
and will bend every effort to put a stop to the 
importation as well as exportation of girls. 
Detectives were detailed especially to look 
into the matter and report their findings to 
their chief, who promises that any one found 
connected with the nefarious business will 
be prosecuted to the fullest extent of the law. 


May Get Penitentiary Sentence. 


The etatute under which the three men 
were arrested is an old act which Mr. Roe 
discovered a few days ago might be used to 
prosecute the white slave cases, and the pen- 


‘alty is a penitentiary sentence. Under the 


state pandering act only a fine and a term in 
the bridewell may be aseessed. 

According to Mr. Roe he has conclusive 
evidence that Garfinkle was the manager of 
the St. Louis department of the white slavers, 
and it was over his saloon—the Union Station 
saloon in Market street, near Eighteenth 
street—that the headquarters of the gang. 
or parlors,“ are located. 

Specifically the three men are accused of 
bringing three girls, Frankie Grace, Grace 
Davis, and “Tootsie’’ Thomas, from St. 
Louis to Van Bever’s Chicago resorts. The 
women were brought to this city last July. 
Garfinkle, it is declared, came to Chicago and 
was paid $60 by Van Bever for his share in 
the work of getting the girls to Chicago. 

Mr. Roe learned more of the workings of 
the white slavers while in St. Louis yester- 
day. He visited the headquarters and dis- 
covered how the game was worked there. 
The St. Louis members of the gang got ac- 
quainted with young women at dance halls, 
in restaurants, and in department stores 
The men told the girls of the fabulous wages 
paid working girls in Chicago. Those who 
evidenced a desire to come to Chicago were 
introduced to the Chicago agents of the gang. 


‘Men Accompany Women. 


Usually some one of the St. Louis gang 
came to Chicago with the Chicago agents 
and the women, and they always left the 
train at one of the suburban Chicago railway 
stations. Then the girls were taken directly 
to the resorts. They were kept under con- 
stant espionage until they were broken in 
and never allowed to go on the street unac- 
companied. Some of the women told Mr. 
Roe that the men hangers on foHowed when 
the girls went shopping. Threats of vio- 
lence, they assert, were used to make them 
keep silent. 

Usually the slavers contrive to loan the 
girls money and they were told that if they 
attempted to escape they would be arrested 
by the police. Mr. Roe declares he has in- 
stances where men in police uniform were 
called in to carry out the bluff.’’ 

It has developed also that the traffic in 
women from Chicago to St. Louis was almost 
as great as the importing of women from 
the Missouri city here. Often the men who 
brought girls took others to St. Louis on their 
return trip. 

As an indication of the absolute disregard 
of law that the slavers show Mr. Roe dis- 
covered in St. Louis that the gang is still at 
work despite arrests and prosecutions. Only 
a few days ago girls were brought to Chi- 


cago by members of the gang. 
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CHICAGO'S NEEDS 


In Address to Advertising 
Men He Resents Criticism 
of the People. 


$38,000,000 IS REQUIRED, 


Presents Amounts Necessary to 
Run City Departments for 
the Next Ten Years, 


In a plea for less public suspicion of 
equandered taxes and a more thorough un- 
derstanding of Chicago’s needs and re 
sources, Ald. Bernard W. Snow of the Sev- 
enth ward yesterday told the members of the 
Chicago Advertising association that the 
city would require a $88,000,000 expenditure 
within the next ten years to meet the re- 
quirements of an estimated 4,000,000 Posse 
tion. 

The chairman of the ‘eounell finance com- 
mittee, who was the guest at the association 
luncheon, divided the city’s needs as follows:

To make the public appreciate the need of 
this sum it was necessary for a better under- 
standing of conditions than existed at pres- 
ent, Mr. Snow said. The city’s additional 
borrowing power under the new law was 
limited to $16,000,000, and this would be asked 
at the spring election next year. Civic pride 
would follow a statement of Chicago's diffi- 
culties, he thought, and make possible even 
a larger rate of taxation. 


$18,000,000 for Public Works. 

In addition to the $5,000,000 already being 
expended on public works, we need $13,000,- 
000 within the next ten years,” declared the 
speaker in opening. Then comes the resto- 
ration of Chicago's domination of the com- 
merce of the great lakes, which can be ob- 
talned largely by the removal of the anti- 
quated center pier bridges. The estimate for 
the rebuilding of all the bridges is $6,000,000, 

“The fire department, once Chicago's 
pride. now is sadly deficient, and unless it is 
thorougly re@quipped property will be seri- 
ously menaced. This would mean an ex- 
penditure of $2,500,000. We need a new cen- 
tral police station. This could be built and 
equipped for $750,000, and rebuilding of vari- 
ous precinct stations would take $250,000 
more. 

The city hall will cost $3,500,000, accord- 
ing to estimates to date, but a most impor- 
tant feature would be a city electric plant. 
The cost of this plant would be from $6,000,- 
000 to $7,000,000, but the service would cost 
less than what is spent today for the poor 
results we obtain. In all, about $38,000,000 
will be needed to place Chicago on a level 
with New York or any other first class city.

‘* Nearly all criticism of huge salaries paid 
city officials is irresponsible. The 1908 sal- 
aries for day labor totaled $16,900,000 out ofa 
revenue of say $22,000,000. This included 89. 
000,000 for police and fire, or more than half; 
$5,000,000 for street work and $2,000,000 for 
the water department. Thus, eliminating 
$1,200,000 for general services, Chicago's 
regular revenue does not meet its payrolls. 
In order for Chicago to achieve its destiny 
as one of the world’s greatest cities it is 
necessary for its citizens to study and ald

Aggressive Buying by Publie in Whir!- 
wind Market,

New York, Oct. 28.—[Special.]—James A. 
Patten of Chicago, who made big winnings 
in wheat last spring, is credited with large 
profits in cotton as a result of the whirlwind 
market today. Traders who have been fol- 
lowing Mr. Patten's operations in cotton say 
he has won several million dotars. 

Patten is said to be along about 200,000 
bales. As the price has advanced in a little 
more than six months from 8 to 14% cents a 
pound or from $40 to $75 a bale the profits 
to Mr. Patten and his followers are enor- 
mous, Some estimate Patten's winnings for 
the year in wheat and cotton at $12,000,000. 

The Sully campaign has been reproduced 
by Col. William P. Brown an — Frank B. 
Haynes of New Orleans, E. G. Scales, and 
Mr. Patten. In the cotton market they are 
known as the big four.“ Scales is credited 
with paper profits of $2,000,000. 


Public Buying Boosts Price. 

As the market began to soar today a wave 
of public buying set in that carried prices 
to 25 points above the previous closing and 
to high records all alorig the line. 

The intensity of the speculative fever is 
shown in the fact that commission houses 
reported the largest outside business in many 
weeks. Up to I o'clock at least 600,000 bales 
had been traded in, and for the day trans- 
actons were close to 1,000,000 bales. At 872 a 
bale this would mean the value of contracts 
that changed hands in one day was $72,- 
000,000. 


Big Shortage in Crop. 

The cotton crop is short an enormous 
amount, and in the eastern manufacturing 
sections it is beMeved prices will reach 16 
cents a pound before the marketing of the 
yield is completed. 

The final estimate of the government de- 
partment of agriculture suggested a crop of 
10,000,000 bales, although two months ago a 
yield of over 13,000,000 bales was expected. 
Last year’s crop was 11,441,000 bales, against 
13,540,000 bales the preceding year, when the 
milis took 12,967,000 bales. Last year the 
cotton mills absorbed more than 13,000,000 
bales. 

With the exception of six years ao, when 
cotton sold at 16.65 cents in the New York 
market, the present era of quotations is the 
highest in the history of the- market.

Greta Antis Cho Yo Obtains Di- 
vorce from Japanese Writer. 


MUSIC FAILS TO CHARM HIM. 


Oriental Professor Said to Have Dis- 
placed American Wife’s Ribs.

A decree of divorce on the grounds that her 
Japanese husband treated her cruelly-by ap- 
plying jiu jitsu methods was granted yester- 
day to Mrs. Greta Cho Yo in Judge Petit's 


court. Her 3 Prof. Kazan Cho 
Yo, formerly an instructor in the University 
of Tokio. 


Mrs. Cho Yo, who formerly was Miss Greta 
Antis, a Morgan Park belle, is a musician. 
It was the oriental’s disiike for music, she 
said, that led to the separation. 

The oriental cannot understand an Amer- 
ican girl,“ she said in the afternoon at her 
residence, 1416 Fifteenth street. My hus- 
band and I had so many thoughts and views 
in common that it seemed we could not fai) 
to be congenial companions when we married 
five years ago. I did not discover until efter- 
ward that he hated music, and music—wel!l, 
that is what I live for. As far as Mr. Cho Yo 
is eoncerned, he is one of the finest students 
I have ever-seén and he has traveled all over 
the world. 

Jiu jitsu cruelty? I would rather say 
nothing about that. I want to forget that. 
We have not lived together for two and one- 
half years, and I am trying to be happy with 
my music and our baby girl. Usona.“ 


Tells Court of Jiu Jitsu. 

In court Mrs. Cho Yo told how her Japanese 
husband would become enraged and abuse 
her and how che had been injured, she feared 
permanently, by the jiu jitsu twiste and jerks. 

He was exceedingly boorish and cruel,’’ 
she testified, “and he never let an occasion 
go by when he could evince his displeasure 
toward me by treating me cruelly. In Sep- 
tember, 1908, I was sitting in a low chair— 
just before our baby came—and he raised my 
arms high above my head. He held them so 
long that I was quite ill for sometime. In 
October, 1006, he first shook me back and 
forth for several minutes, and then, grasping 
me by the shoulders, he tossed me all about 
the room. I almost became unconscious. 

“It injured my back an my neck. My 
arms were almost pareryzed, and the injury 
was so great that I am still suffering. My 
vertebra have been displaced, and he also 
displaced several of my ribs. I used to prac- 
tice from eight to ten hours a day on the 
piano, and now I can scarcely practice four 
to five minutes at a time.“ 


Breaks Expensive China. 

On another occasion, when the toast was 
slightly burned, Mrs. Cho Yo said her hus- 
band threw the toast, rice, and coffee from 
the table to the floor. Then she declared he 
seized all the china from the plate rail and 
hurled it to the yard below, until it was 
white with particles of expensive china 
plates and bowls.” 

She testified that her husband’s income is 
at least $5,000 a year. Judge Petit allowed 
her $42 a month alimony.

| Jerkwater Chariot Hauls Dis- 


tinguished and Grimy Wa- 
terwayers Into Vicksburg 


LOW IT’S A MINSTREL. 


High Hats Make Greenville, 
Miss., Gape and Fruit 
Stores Flourish. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Vicksburg, Miss., Oct. 28.—[Special.}—The 
latest installment of the presidential trip 
down the Mississippi river was made on a 
jerkwater train on the Yazoo and Mississippi 
Valley railroad line. 

For eighty miles senators, governors, and 
congressmen jammed themselves into a dusty 
ate ham sandwiches, and 
drank bottled water—and other things. 

It was all because the fleet went to pieces 
during the night. The Oleander, carrying the 
president and the cabinet, had steamed away 
in the dawn, and when the mists had rolled 
up over the banks of the big creek no presi- 
dent was in sight. 


Something Had to Be Done. 

The governors and the senators and the 
congresemen were good and sore, and they 
said so. They wanted to be in on all of the 
big doings, and they knew that Vicksburg 
had prepared herself to go the limit In ex- 
tending southern hospitality. 

Something had to be done to quiet the rap- 
idly rising wrath of the statesmen, who said 
they wanted to get some first hand informa 
tion on the waterway question from Vicks- 
burg. The St. Louls Business Men's associa- 
tion, which is the official host of the bunch, 
jumped tnto action, and at noon the Quincy, 
which carries the congressional deputation, 
shoved its nozzle against the bank at Green- 
ville tin the last galoot was ashore.” 

Then President Smith of the St. Louis or- 
ganization, David R. Francis, and other Bt. 
Loulsans proceeded to buy a train on the 
Yazoo Valley line. To get away with it they 
talked the railroad officials into calling off 
two regular trains which were smoking up 
in regular IInols Central style and jumbling 
their cars together into a special which would 
haul the distinguished guests and newspaper 
men into Vicksburg. 


Thought Is Was Minstrel Show. 
This accomplished, they megaphoned to the 


crulser of the governors and the entire con- 


tingent clambered up the steep bank at the 
river landing and gave Greenville the sur- 
prise of its life. Nobody had expected such 
a formidable assembly of lawmakers and 
such, and when the high hatted delegation 
made its appearance on the main street of 
Greenville the rumor ran around that a 
minstrel show had arrived. 

Nobody had hunched. “ Uncle Joe Can- 
non was hungry and he said so. He stopped 
at a fruit stand and annexed a bunch of 
apples. Gifford Pinchot grabbed a basket of 
grapes, and the governors practically cleaned 
out the Greek shops where there Was any- 
thing doing in the food line. 

It perhaps was the strangest and most 
novel expedition which ever headed for a 
train, and Greenville rushed to its doors 
with mouths agape. The railroad people 
shooed the consignment into the special, 
which consisted of two day coaches and a 
baggage car, and she was off for Vicksburg. 

The don train was not supposed to go 
by for an hour after the special’s time, and 
the right of way was lined with two strings 
of surprised black faces, whe straightened 
up in the cotton fields and wondered what 
had happened. 

Grimy Bunch of Statecrafters. 

If it had not been for the dust the trip 
through the canebrakes and the cotton fields 
would have been thoroughly enjoyed by the 
outfit aboard. As the de luxe special rolled 
into the Vicksburg depot the grimiest ag- 
gregation of statecrafters ever seen was un- 
loaded. A black squadron of negro boys was 
on duty with whiskbrooms and brushed the 
Mississippi dust off the silk tiles, and the 
800 were reloaded into automobiles and car- 
riages and started for the National ceme- 
tery. 

They found that the president's boat was 
five hours behind its schedule and that the 
rest of the fleet was an hour behind the 
Oleander, therefore there was no baggage 
and no clean laundry. The element of the 
party which puts on a dress suit for dinner 
ate in its everyday clothes, much to its al- 
leged discomfort and chagrin. At a late hour 
they were all down on the river bank watch- 
ing for the St. Paul and the Quificy to show.

Well informed members of the Chicago 
delegations bound to New Orleans with the 
president's fleet hold the belief that he will 
accept the judicial honor at the hands of the 
president. 

The vacancy is that caused by the death of 
the late Judge Solomon H. Bethea, and the 
question of who was to be the successor of 
Judge Bethea has been a sad puzzle to the 
Republican politicians in Illinois. 

If Mr. Calhoun is the man selected for 
the position it may be asserted that the ap- 
pointment. will be made by the president 
without regard to the politicians. 


People Wauld Be Pleased. 

That the appointment of Mr. Calhoun wou 
be highly pleasing to the people of — 
is amply indicated by the expression of grati- 
fication which has come from business men 
of Chicago and the state generally who are 
om their way to the New Orleans convention. 

The rumor that Mr. Calhoun unquestion- 
ably is the first choice of Presidem Taft for 
the Bethea vacancy was received with gen- 
uine satisfaction by the Llinois people who 
are here. 

There has been a stiff battle for the Place 
ever since the death of Judge Bethea—in fact, 
the Bethea funeral had not been held before 
the political strategists began to talk about 
his successor. It has been understood in 
Chicago that District Attorney Edwin W. 
Sims was in line for promotlon to the bench 
because of what he had accomplished during 
his term in the federal building.

Gardner Is Cullom’s Choice.

Dr. Cook did not heed the Interruptions 
and continued hie talk to the close. As he 
started to leave the stage Attorney Crutch- 
field rose to his feet and in a preémptory 
manner demanded that Cook meet his client 
in a short debate involving the alleged ascen- 
sion of Mount McKinley. 

Crowd Eager for Debate.

Bannard Attacks Tammany Can- 
didate’s Personal Lib- 
erty Creed. 


New York, Oct. 28.—With New Tork's mu- 
micipal election only three working days dis- 
tant, there was a general summing up of 
issues tonight by the 800 speakers who pre- 
gented the causes of Gaynor, Bannard, and 
Hearst to audiences in every corner of 
Greater New York. 

Gaynor, speaking four times in Brooklyn, 
Manhattan and the Bronx, returned to his 
plea for greater persona! liberty, the aboli- 
tion of police “ czarship,” and liberality in the 
enforcement of minor laws. : 

Bannard, the Republican candidate, told 
seven mass meetings that he stood “ first, 
last, and all the time for a business admin- 
istration im a Tammany-free city.“ Inci- 
dentally, however, the Republican candidate 
took up the cudgels with Mr. Gaynor on the 
personal liberty question. 


Pays Respects to Gaynor. 

Jo not come before you to recommend 
the violation of laws or to countenance the 
violation of laws, and if persona! liberty 
means any such thing as the overriding of 
law, I am firm against that. Iam no crank 
and I stand for no oppression or refinement 
of puritanism. If I am elected mayor I want 
it understood that people of all creeds, races, 
colors, or political beliefs must alike ob- 
serve the laws—but that these will be en- 
forced, not oppressively, but with sympathy 
and toleration. 

“ Beware the candidate who tells you that 
he will not enforce the laws. He is a dan- 
gerous demagogue, and his position in this 
matter is bound to lead to graft of the worst 
and most widespread character.“ 

Hearst, the third candidate, was silent to- 
night, but his followers, in ten mass meetings, 
kept the flres burning. At each meeting a 
long banner which hung above the stage 
bearing the words Don with the bosses 
of both parties, furnished the text for the 
speakers. 

German-Americans for Gaynor. 

Gaynor’s plea for personal liberty re- 
ceived an enthustastic indorsement.at a 
meeting of German-American citizens in 
Cooper Union. At the conclusion of his ad- 
dress there resolutions were adopted déclar- 
ing that of the three candidates in the field 
Mr. Gaynor was the most implacable foe 
of hosses and the most insistent champion 
of the people's rights. The resolutions of- 
fered the loyal support of the meeting to the 
Democratic ticket. 

The campaign managers for all three can- 
@idates again expressed their confidence 
‘oday in the result of the election. 

The sum of $2,000 Republican money, to 

be placed at the prevailing odds on Bannard, 
has brought the betting at the Hoffman 
house to a standstill. The money was put 
up Wednesday night by La Fayette B. Glea- 
gon, secretary of the Republican state com- 
mittee. Mr. Gleason saw the odds quoted at 
2% to 1 on Gaynor. When he put up his 
money he fould that the best price he could 
get on Bannard against the field was 2 to 1. 
Even then no takers appeared. 
Richard Croke. , the former lammany lead- 
ser, will arrive in New York tomorrow. His 
‘visit is not believed to have any bearing on

ture of the Chicago platform, and in a way 
ranked next in importance to the pledge for 
tariff revision. During the campaign it was 
repeatedly pointed out to the people that 
the postal savings bank furnished the means 
of having deposits in small amounts guar- 
anteed by the United States government it- 
self, The Republicans rallied around the 
postal bank just as the Democrats did about 
the guarantee of deposits. 


Basis of Campaign Fight. 

The campaign was fought on that basis. 
When Mr. Taft decided to go into the field 
himself his political managers urged him to 
dodge the bank guarantee plan altogether. 
He was told that in Minnesota and Kansas, 
particularly, influential Republican leaders 
had openly committed themselves to the 
Bryan scheme. The candidate was told in so 
many words that if he attacked Bryan on this 
new financial vagary he would split the Re- 
publicans in half a dozen western states and 
possibly lose some electoral votes. 

It is to the everlasting credit of Mr. Taft 
that he refused to listen to such advice. When 
he reached St. Paul and Minneapolis, in a 
state whose senator had publicly declared 
for the Bryan plan, the Republican candidate 
gave the deposit guarantee plah a blast 
which digocated its politica) neck forth- 
with. This was accompanied with a strong 
presentation of the advantages of a postal 
savings bank. 

So it went during the campaign, Every 
Republican orator with a few exceptions 
trotted out the postal bank as an antidote 
to the guarantee of deposits, It was argued 
that it was the smali depositor who needed 
protection, and this he would secure abso- 
lutely by intrusting his money to Uncle Sam 


himself. 


Becomes a Concrete Pledge. 

Even the Republicans in Minnesota, Kan- 
sas. and other states who had been tainted 
with the Bryan theory, made much of the 
postal bank as a means of letting them- 
selves down easily. The result wasthat next 
to tariff revision the postal savings bank be- 
came the most concrete pledge made by the 
Republicans and by Mr. Taft to the people in 
the campaign of 1908. 

Now the postal bank is once more becom- 
ing a political, and not an economic, issue. 
Senator Aldrich, Speaker Cannon, and others 
have declared against it. President Taft 
favors the postal bank for itself, because it 
was a Roosevelt policy, and because it be- 
came such a distinct pledge in the campaign 
which elected him. 

A large percentage of the bankers of the 
country seem to be lining up against what 
they consider the invasion by the govern- 
ment of a purely legitimate field of private 
enterprise. The establishment of such a 
system, while it does not directly concern the 
plans for currency reform, is so vastly im- 
portant that Senator Aldrich and the mem- 
bers of the monetary commission have a good 
deal of reason on their side when they insist 
that the postal bank shall be treated as part 
of the genera! financial plan, and that noth- 
ing shall be done about it. until the com- 
mission reports along about Jan. 1, 1911. 


Westerners Against Delay. 
Country congressmen from the middle 
west do not relish this program of delay. 
They say the time has passed for an academic 
discussion of the advantages or disadvantages 
of the postal bank. They insist that it has 


as the tariff itself. These men have been 
talking with the farmers during the summer, 
and have become much impressed with the 
gravity of the situation. They argue this 
way: 

In the first place, the party stood for tariff 
revision. President Taft in his campaign 
constantly referred to that revision as one 
generally downward. Congress disappointed 
the People grievously. President Taft inject- 
ed into the law about all there was of good in 
it. For that reason the people feel inclined 
to forgive him for not taking a hand earlier 
in the game. 


Blood on the Moon Threatened. 

Now they are watching the postal bank. 
If nothing is done at the approaehing ses- 
Sion, these country congressmen say, there 
will be blood on the rural moon. Currency 
reform was not a feature of the Republican 
platform of 1908. Postal banking was. So 
‘the farmers argue that a party pledge should 
be redeemed by itself independent of its sup- 
posed relation to some financial policy about 
which the people are far from agreed and 
concerning which even the banks find it diffi- 
cult to get together. 

President Taft and the party leaders are 
therefore confronted with the problem as 
to whether they can face the congressiona! 
elections of 1910 with a partially redeemed 
promise on the tariff and delayed redemption 
on postal banks, or whether they will pass the 
postal bank bill on the score of political ex- 
igency regardless of the increasing scientific 
objections of the bankers not only in the large 
cities, but even in the small towns as well. 


Insist on Prompt Passage. 

It would be a pity to decide such a vast 
subject on a political basis, and yet when 
congress meets in December there will be 
found a large contingent of Republicans 
from the middle west who will insist that 
the prompt passage of a postal bank bill is 
the only thing which will take out of the 
mouths of the people the bad taste left by the 
tariff fizzle. * 

Otherwise, they say, they will tell Presi- 
dent Taft to be prepared for a Demccratic 
house of representatives, which will pass a 
postal bank bill and a bank deposit bill on 
top of it, and compel the Republican senate 


and president to pa between them.

Taft to obtain new legislation during the 
coming session in reference to the protection 
of streams, forests, and public lands, mineral 
as well as agmMcultural. 

In some of the states the power companies 
have served notice that they will oppose 
any measure which prevents them from 
leasing water sites in perpetuity. Mr. Pinchot 
has discovered a water power trust bent 
upon seizing sites still in possession of the 
federal government. At his instance Mr. 
Roosevelt issued an order under which those 
sites remained in federal control. The peo- 
ple support this action and oppose any pol- 
icy which seeks to throw them open to selz- 
ure. If the legislation which congress will 
enact contains any loophole through which 
corporations may crecp to the disadvantage 
of the public interests, there will be an ex- 
plosion. 

What is true of protection of the people 
in connection with flowage rights is true 
also of the legislation which will be sought 
with reference to the public lands, refor- 
estization, reclamation, mineral lands, etc. 


Much Public Land -Left. 

Illinois, Indiana, and Iowa have no national 
public lands. Missouri has less than 100,000 
acres, Kansas, 316,000 acres; Nebraska, 
3.543, 161 acres; Minnesota, 2.154.288 acres; 
and Wisconsin only 16,240 acres. South Da- 
kota has the enormous quantity of 7,831,000 
acres, and North Dakota 2,899,683 acres. How 
best to exploit these territories is one of the 
important questions congress will have to 
settle. It was interesting to find that the 
people living in Lilinois, Indiana, and Iowa 
showed intelligent understanding of the 
necessity of the government dealing wisely 
with the public lands of other parts of the 
country. 

The preservation of forests is impressed 
upon the people as few other national matters 
are. James J. Hill estimated our standing 
merchantabie timber at less than two trillion 
feet and our annual cut at forty billion feet. 
The supply of New England is gone, the 
south has reached its maximum production 
and is on the downward scale. In the north- 
west timber is cut that would have been 
rejected a generation ago. Only on the Paci- 
fic slope may be found any large quantity of 
merchantable standing timber. Mr. Hill 
pointed out that we are consuming yearly 
three or four times as much timber as forest 
growth restores. Our supply of some vari- 
eties will be exhausted within ten or’ twelve 
years, and in the case of others, without 
reforestation, the present century will see 


the end. 


Farmer Echoes Views of Many. 

I quote Mr. Hill's views because my atten- 
tion was called to them by a Nebraska farmer 
I met on the train running between Council 
Biuffs and Des Moines. He was alive to the 
importance of reforestation, and he took 
oceasion to berate the tariff makers because 
they had failed to remove entirely the duty 
from lumber. He believed that had this been 
done the assaults upon our standing timber 
would be lessened. I called his attention to 
the fact that Mr. Pinchot had supported the 
duty, but it made no difference. He was 
quite ready to denude other lands if our 
own could be giveff a chance to recover from 
the terrible drain which it had suffered. The 
views of this farmer were those of many 
other persons with whom I talked. 

As to irrigation of arid lands, that, too, 
must go on. Nobody wants extravagance in 
this or in anything else. Every one is in 
sympathy with President Taft’s determina- 
tion not to permit appropriations to serve as 
‘pork ’’ for the benefit of grafters. What 
the peéple want is, first, intelligent and ade- 
quate legislation; second, sufficient appro- 
priations for carrying on the work, and, third, 
wise and honest administration. 

And if they fail to get any of these things— 
and they are informing themselves far more 
than one at first blush would believe—they 
will retire those responsible for the failures 
and elect in their stead men who will do as 
they wish.

LOCKED UP WITH DISASTER. 


Ia Porte Men Preparing Compound 
Barred from Escape. 


' 


La Porte, Ind., Oct. 28. Special. I Harry 
May, vice president and assistant manager 
of the La Porte Stone Manufacturing com- 
pany, is dead. and Elmer Harding, owner of 
the Harding Cement Block Works, will be 
scarred for life as the result of an explosion 
today in the office of the Harding plant. 

May died tonight in the Holy Family hos- 
pital, after suffering four hours. Harding 
has a good chance for recovery. 

May, who was 36 years old, came to La 
Porte from New York City last Spring. He 
patented and owned several secret formulas 
used in the manufacture of artificial stone. 
Local capitalists organized a company soon 
after his arrival and a large business was 
established. 

Fumes Ignited by Flames. 

Recently May sold to ding, a manufac- 
turer of cement blocks the right to use one 
of hie secret formulas, @ water and weather 
proofing compound. 

This afternon May was assisting Harding 
in the latter’s office, behind drawn blinds and 
barred doors, in the preparation of a quantity 
of the compound. In the mixing thereof gas- 
oline and paraffin are used, the mixing tak- 
ing place over a fire. 

In this case the fire was in a gasoline stove. 
The supposition is that the gasoline fumes 
were ignited by the flames, for suddenly 
there was a puff and the entire office was 
ablaze. 

The office, which contained two windows 
and one door, Was closed tight and was a 
veritable fire trap, for the door swung in- 
ward instead of outward, while the windows 
were barred with wire grating. 

The explosion set fire to the clothing of the 
men. They were knocked down and stunned. 
Arnold Meinke, working in an adjoining 
room, heard the noise and saw the smoke and 
flames coming from the office, but when he 
tried to enter he could not open the door or 
the windows. 

Batter Down the Door. 

With the assistance of Theodore Marvel he 
battered down the door and broke in the 
windows. 

Harding was groping for a window when 
they reached him, he having revived, but 
when May was discovered on the floor, nearly 
all his clothing had been burned off and he 
was badly burned on face, hands, and legs. 
He was unconscious. 

The greater share of Harding's clothing 
was burned off and his face, hands, and feet 
were burned. The fire department extin- 
guished the flames, after the plant had been 
damaged. The injured men in the meantime 
were taken to the hospital, 

May leaves a widow. He was married in 
Minneapolis. Harding is 45 years old and 
has a family.

Father; Embassy Sevuts Tale. 


PARIS, Oct. 28.—The police today arrested 
@ man and woman who claimed to be the 
Count and Countess Gubata, on the charge 
of obtaining jewele worth $4,800 by fraud. 
Police inquiries disclosed the fact that the 
woman is an American. After the death 
of her first husband, an American named 
Beck, she lived with a wealthy uncle in Fifth 
avenue, New York, When the unc died 
he disinherited his niece. 


Embassy Scouts Relationship. 
Gubata claims to be a son of Archduke 
Othon of Austria, but the Austrian embassy 
here denies that any such relationship exists. 
The “ countess arrived here a month ago 
from New York with seven children and a 
retinue of servants. 

She installed herself in a luxurious resi- 
dence close to the chancery of the Americas 
embassy, where the operations are said to 
have been planned. 

The police declare that the couple obtained 
credit on the recommendation of the wife of 
a high official of the Spanish embassy. 
The woman is about 86 years of age and 
her husband not more than 20.

ENGINES ARE PUFFING ON 


Picture Sent to Officials of Road 
with Request to Investi- 
gate and Explain.“ 


* 


Smoke Inspector Paul P. Birds polite 
war on the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
railroad, long a murky offender of the city's 
cleanliness, was found yesterday upon in- 
vestigation to consist of 143 protests—132 of 
them somewhat innocently lamblike—and two 
real bona fide suits against the railroad. 

These suits took place so long ago—in Octo- 
ber, 1908—that they ate ancient history so 
far as the present concentration of forces 
upon the smoke nuisance of the city is con- 
cerned. The railroad was fined $50 and costs 
in the two cases, tried the same day. 

From that time until this Mr. Bird has 
‘carried on friendly correspondence wigh the 
officials of the road in the hopé that they 
would some time in the future see the error 
of their ways. 
.. Yesterday the Q engines were reported 
to be belching forth dense smoke, cinders, 
and obnoxious gases in all their former fury. 


Examples of “Polite Warfare.” 

The smoke inspeétor in a recent letter to 
an official of the railroad, after suggesting 
that two of the road's engines had been 
caught in theact of puffing black smoke, puts 
the question: 

What do you think of it?’ . 

According to his own records, Mr. Bird has 
had numerous opportunities to go after the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy hard. 

Engine No, 1416 has been caught by Mr. 


| Bird’s assistants three times as an offender. 
| No. 1519 has been caught three times. So 


has No. 11. These are taken from Mr. Bird's 
own records. In some cases the same engine 
repeated the offense within thirty days. 


was not possible to find that he had followed 
up an opportunity to strike when the offense 
was repeated by the same locomotive. 


Sends Picture of Engine. 

As an example of this engine No. 1416 was 
reported on March 24, 1908 as violating the 
emoke ordinance. It was reported again on 
May 1, 1908, and again on June 12, 1008. Yet 
there is nothing on record in the letter files— 
and Mr. Bird said that all the correspondence 
was, or should be, in the files examined— 
that the smoke inspector ever had risen to the 
eccasion. 

Engine No. 1360 was an offender on March 
24, 1908. It was also detected on June 27. 

This is the letter that is recorded as hav- 
ing passed out of Mr. Bird's office subse- 
quently: : 

I inclose herewith a picture of engine No. 
1860. The card contains the number of the en- 
gine, the date, and the location. You will see from 
the chardcter of the picture that the smoke was 
a serious. matter. 

Kindly let me know what explanation you have 
to offer after investigating this.

She then tried to kill herself, but was pre- 
vented by her own fervousness, which 
caused her to fall in a swoon as she was 
about to send a bullet through her head. 

Levy is employed by the Palace Tailoring 
company and was separated from his wife 
because of domestie troubles, alleged by Mrs. 
Levy to have grown out of his preference 
for an “affinity.” Levy has been living at 
3400 Calumet avenue, while his wife lived in 
the State hotel, 353 State street. She went 
to work for a department store as a sales- 
woman when Levy left her, six weeks ago. 

“I shot him because I loved him so,” 
moaned Mrs. Levy in the woman's depart- 
ment of the Harrison street station. I could 
not see him leave me for another woman. I 
determined to kill him and then kill myself 
so I could be with him in eternity, but the 
revolver dropped from my hand as I was 
about to pull the trigger.“ 

After the shooting Mrs. Levy was hyster- 
ical. 

Mrs. Levy is a sister of Harry Grossman, a 
jeweler. Her relatives are said to be well to 
do. She married Levy eighteen years ago. 
They have four children. 

Mrs. Levy said her husband began to heg- 
lect her five years ago and that six weeks 
ago he abandoned her completely. Then she 
learned, she said, that he was paying atten- 
tion to another woman. 

Enraged by her husband's neglect, the wife 
obtained a warrant for his arrest charging 
him with abandonment. A few minutes after

THE JURY COMMISSION. 
The grand jury has returned what used 
to be called a “ moral indictment” against 
the jury commissioners and their meth- 
ods. The report is not made up of 


guesses and generalities, but of a number 


of direct, specific charges of gross, persist- 
em violation of law. They justify, if 
true, the allegation that “the methods 
pursued in the jury commissioners’ office 
have given the widest latitude for the 
manipulation of juries.” | 

If these grave charges can be substan- 
tiated it should be done forthwith so that 
a foul nest may be cleaned out. If they 
cannot be the jury commission should 
be exonerated without delay. Fortunate- 
ly there is to be no formal trial with 
postponements and appeals, but an imme 
diate investigation by a committee of the 
Cook county judges. Those judges ap- 
pointed the commissioners whose methods 
have been condemned by the grand jury , 
and state’s attorney. They have the 
power to remove them if satisfied that 
they are not fit men. The entire matter 
is in their hands. 

The community had believed until re- 
cently that it had an honest jury system 
and that jury fixing was practically a 
dead industry here. So the report of the 
grand jury is a rude awakening from a 
pleasant dream. If the judges. shall find 
the charges true the public will expect 
of them in the future extraordinary care 
in the selection of jury commissioners and 
close supervision of their methods, so

Congressman John T. Lloyd of Mis- 
souri, chairman of the Democratic con- 
gressional committee, is almost brutal to 
the Mon.

„The Democratic congressional commit- 
tee does ngét propose to assist Mr. Lori- 
mer in electing a congressman from IIli- 
nois.“ 

What kind of Democracy do they raise 
in Missouri that it can produce so un- 
charitable a man as Mr. Lloyd? It can- 
not be possible that a state which has all 
the geographical advantages of being a 
neighbor of Illinois has remained blind 
to the progress of the liberal movement 
here or, having observed it, refuses 
to profit by it. Yet Mr. Lioyd’s remarks 
cast suspicion not only on that common- 
‘wealth but on the entire congressional 
committee of the Democratic national 
party. Just as Mr. Lorimer has reached 
a place where he can survey with satis- 
faction his achievemegts in solidifying the 
two parties, along comes this Missouri 
congressman displaying all the old preju- 
dices which were thought to have been 
eradicated by the election of the junior 
senator from Illinois. These are danger- 
ous ideas to have on the southwestern 
border of our emancipated state. 


STATE’S ATTORNEY VS. GOVERNOR. 

The members of the October grand jury 
wished to compliment State's Attorney 
Wayman when they expressed the hope 
that he would be so successful in the 
future discharge ef his duties as to mer- 
it the highest reward within the gift of 
the people of the state of Illinois "—that 
is, the governorship. But if Mr. Way- 
man shall go on as he has begun, expos- 
ing one abuse after another, the voters 
of Chicago may not wish to let the state 
have him. They may be inclined to in- 
sist on his sthying here and going on 
with the good work he had been doing 
for this city. 

It is political promotion for a state’s 
attorney to be made a governor. That 
does not alter the fact that a state's at- 
torney who is fearless and indefatigible 
in the performance of his duty, layirz 
bare evils and punishing those responsible 
for them, is a more valuable asset for a 
tity like Chicago than a governor. The 
opportunities of the latter to do somoe- 
for the city are limited. There is 
‘something a vigilant state's at- 
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malities as a dinner call and which en- 
deavor to make it more entertaining and 
even less dangerous is impossible on th's 
side: We admit it, although we regret it. 

Into one error, however, we should not 
fall, even though we concede our tem- 
peramenta] incapacity of appreciating the 
formal duel. We owe it to our own intel- 
ligence not to underrate the article of 
courage required to face a formal pistol 
in a formal meeting. Even though that 
pistol be formal and not formidable, and 
even though it be in the hands of a man 
formally and not formidably angry, never- 
theless it is loaded. One may have the 
utmost confidence in the honorable inten- 
tions, the nerves, and the good judgment 
of one’s opponent, but nevertheless one 
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cannot be entirely certain in the matter 


of marksmanship. M. Bernstein made a 
silent but manly confession of his own: 
lack of confidence in himself by refusing 
to fire. M. Chevassu, being the more con- 
fident in his own ability, took a chance, 
The formal duelist may know exactly 
what his opponent wants to do, but there 
never will be any certainty that the re- 
sults will square with the intentions. 


A PROMISING CONFERENCE. 

Whatever Chicago can do in the way 
of counsel and advice for.the north shore 
suburbs it should de with pleasure. The 
interests of the city and of those suburbs 
are interwoven in so many ways that 
what benefits them benefits it. The pro>- 
lems of sewage disposal and a pure watcr 
supply which have cost Chicago so much 
trouble are confronting the north shore 
towns and villages... Everything they do 
to divert their sewage from the lake and 
thus guard their own water supply from 
pollution also serves to protect that of 
Chicago.

„blocks of it. . 

The health department has all it can do 
to fight the ignorance of mothers and the 
almost invincible determination of many 
landlords not to put their premises in 
sanitary condition. It ought not to be 
obliged to contend with the ignorance of 
municipal officials who create insanitary 
conditions in a populous neighborhood. 

Many had supposed the city had given 
up a primitive, barbaric method of dispos- 
ing of garbage. Evidently it bas not. 
The only decent way to handle garbage is 
sremation or reduction. One of these 
should be adopted and the use of dumps 
abandoned. The health department should 


insist on it.

The other moiety of the pension has remained 
unpaid for nearly half a century and showtd have 
gone to James Withington, the descendant of Winifred 
Thornbify’s marriage to William Withington. All 
trace of this James Withington had been lost and it 
was only after a long search that the lawyers suc- 
ceeded the other day in establishing his death by 
drowning in the River Avon, 
death being on file at Somerset house in London. 

It ts his only child, namely, Mary Elizabeth With- 

ington, or Whittington, who is now being sought. “She 
now would be 36 years old, and as no record of her 
marriage or death can be found at Somerset house, and 
as, moreover, she has been sought everywhere in vain 
in the united kingdom, it is assumed that if still alive 
she is somewhere in America or in Canada, as it is 
known that her father spent some time in the United 
States, to which he canie for the first time in 1860. 
. If it can be proved that this Mary Elizabeth With- 
ington is no longer in existence, and that she left no 
legitimate issue, then old McLaren, as the survivor of 
the two co-annuitgnts, will be entitled to the Withing- 
ton share, as well as to all the arrears, which would 
place him in affluence for the rest of his days. 

The presumption is, however, that Mary Eliza- 
beth Withington is still alive, and it is possible that 
if she is married in this country the British crown 
may yet be called upon to pay a pension to an Amer 
can citizen and to his descendants in perpetuity, gor 
the concealment of Charles II. in the Boscobel oak 
from the Roundheads after the battle of Worcester 
more than 250 years ago.

one of the strictest orders of the Roman Catholic 
church. She is a convert to Roman Catholicism and 
has an aunt, a sister of the late earl of Cavan, namely, 
Lady Sarah Sladen, who ig an active member of the 
Salvation army. Lady Sarah is married to Col. Jo- 
seph Sladen, has a beautiful country place known as 
Ripple court, near Dover, and one of her sons is serv- 
ing on the staff of Gen. Booth of thé Salvation army. 

Both Lady Maud Barrett, now & nun, and Lady 
Sarah Sladen have a number of American relatives. 
For the late earl of Cavan's brother, Octavius Lam- 
bert, is married to a daughter of the late Hiram E. 
Howard of Buffalo, and the couple divide their time 
between Buffalo and a place they have near Ottawa, 

The Lamberts have been settled in Ireland since 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth, when one of them, Sir 
Oliver Lambert, who accompanied the earl of Essex 
to the Emerald isle, was appointed governor of Con- 
naught and was created Lord Cavan, his son being 
advanced to the rank of Viscount Kilcoursie and ear! 
of Cavan by Charles I. 

The present Lord Cavan is a soldier, commands 
the first battalion of Grenadief Guards, served in 
South Africa, and spent some years in Canada as A. 
D. C. to the governor general. His principal home is 
at Wheathamstead house in Herts, which enjoys the 
‘distinction of possessing the largest covered tennis 
court in the world. Like his father, the late earl, he 
is an all round sportsman, though de has not as yet 
followed his parerit’s example in writing books on 
yachting, salmon fishing, and other kindred subjects,

He has, however, adhered to his father’s political 
opinions and is a Liberal, thanks to which he has been 
unable to obtain election as one of the representative 
peers of Ireland. This leaves him, however, the right 
of sitting in the house of commons for any English, 
Scotch, or Welsh constituency that may choose to 
elect him, though he cannot sit for an Irish constitu- 
ency. 
The late earl was a warm friend and adherent of 
Gladstone, following the latter into the home rule 
camp, and did substantial service to the home rule

deputation of English workingmen, who visited the dis- 
turbed districts and saw for themselves the severity of

Albany to- 
day that he would meet Johnson tomorrow 
between 1 and 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
and come to a final settling relative to the 
much discussed match. When questioned 
on the situation Jeffries said: 

„% will meet Johnson tomorrow afternoon 
between 1 and 8 o’clock and sign up for the 
fight. I mean business, and don't intend to 
have any more delay n this matter. John- 
son has been bothering me ever since he 
won ‘the title by defeating littl Tommy 
Burns in Australia last December. If it 
hadn't been for that negro I would be out In 
California now, back on the alfalfa farm.

CATTLE. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 28.—Cattle demand developed no 
new characteristic:. and while the outlet for good 
to prime steers continued broad and prices for such 
classes were supported on a firm basis, there was 
the usual discrimination ageinst inferior offerings 
and the market for steers valued at less than 86.50 
was of an evanescent nature with holders never 
certain what price they should receive for their 
offerings. Buyers paid high prices for fat beeves 
without protest, topping the market at $8.40 for 
1,450 Ib offerings, but they bid exceedingly low on 
the plain light animals, and when their bid was 


not quickly accepted it was withdrawn before the 


seller had time to canvass the trade for a more 
gatisfactory offer. 

Western range cattle. of which there were about 
4,000. included in the receipts of 9,000 head, met 
with a brisk inquiry from the outset and sold early 
at firm prices. One lot of range steers was good 

to sell up to $7.35, but the percentage to 
sell at $8.00 and higher was limited, and the great 
bulk of the supply cleared at $4.75@5.40. Western 
butcher stock was firm sale. while native cows 
and heifers found a ready outlet at steady figures, 
sales of heavy beef cows being made at $3.25@3.50, 
with odd lots of good quality at $3.75 and higher, 


had urgent orders calling for heavy hogs, and the 
former paid up to $8.00 for fancy heavy butcher 
grades. All buyers discriminated against swine 
lacking weight. however, and as Nght hogs suf- 
fered a decline of largely 10c from the early prices 
there was an increased number of sales at $7.60 
and lower. 

Armour & Co. had 333 hogs in direct from St. 
Paul, while the Anglo-American company had 944 


head in from Milwaukee. The latter concern did 


not buy any hogs here, but Armour amassed an 
additional dreve of 3.000 head. 


A more urgent eastern consumptive demand for/ 


beef steers was attested to by the decrease of only 
4,400 head in shipments fof the week thus far, in 
spite of a falling off of close to 20,000 head in re- 
ceipts and a substantial gain in the price of steers 
good enough for the eastern trade. 

All the big outfits will have marketed their 
range cattle after next week and it is generally 
conceded that big runs of western cattle are about 
over with,“ said Claude Wilson of Rosenbaum 
Bros. & Co. Packers are taking that view of 
the situation and that is the reason they are so 


eager after present offerings.’’ 


Official figures made the number of hogs left un- 
sold from Wednesday’s market 7.135 head, or more 
than have been left on any day since Oct. 15. 

Demand for feeding and stock steers has devel- 
oped more strength this week and dealers succeed- 
ed in’ disposing of their holdings more satisfac- 


torily.

LOVETT IN HARRIMAN’S SEAT 


Elected President of Southern Paetne 
Railroad by Directors. 


Members of the governing committee of 
the Chicago stock exchange will meet next 
Tuesday afternoon for the purpose of elect- 
ing a chairman. The matter has been under 
consideration for some weeks. Apparently 
all the available names have been canvassed 
and the committee should be in a position to 
make its selection, since delay has not proved 
to be an advantage to the exchange or those 
whose names have been mentioned for the 


position. 

Friends of the institution must feel, how- 
ever, that the fact of the delay thus far isa 
sign of a desire on the part of the committee 
to make a selection which will result in the 
progress of the exchange. It shows a thor- 
ough awakening to the importance of hav- 
ing the coming chairman understand that 
he will be expected to work and effect re- 
sults. The further fact, also, that the elec- 
tion of a chairman at this time will not mean 
that he will succeed himself unless his in- 
cumbency shall have proved his capacity for 
the position, indicates the determination to 
bring the exchange up to a point of useful- 
ness in harmony with the financial impor- 
tance of the city. . 


Exchange Beginning to Grow. 

The exchange has just begun to grow and 
the reasons for it can be seen readily. It is 
the result of activity on the part of the mem- 
bers of the governing committee seeking to 
bring to the exchange new securities, to have 
reports of the condition of the companies 
whose stocks are listed, to interest the man- 
agers of companies in the exchange, and to 
make an investment market in the middle 
west for the stocks and bonds of reputable 
corporations. 

In the immediate development of the busi- 
ness of the exchange it probably will be 
found that the local banks and the commis- 
sion houses themselves have much in com- 
mon and can do much for themselves and 
the common good. 


Brokers and the Banks. 

For years it has been the custom of the com- 
mission houses in many instances to advise 
a patron not to trade on the local exchange, 
but speculate in New York securities where 
a ready market exists. The broker thereby 
has been himself at fault for the inactivity 
on the exchange. He has narrowed the mar- 
‘ket. by advising customers not to trade in It, 
and has helped to bring about the condition 
against which he complains. 

The banks, finding an inactive market, 
have, as a natural consequence, been unwill- 
ing to lend freely on local securities, and have 
in this way discouraged speculation, which, 
in a legitimate way, is the life of every mar- 
ket. If a customer cannot borrow at the 
banks, or borrow through his broker at the 
banks on Chicago securities, and if his broker 
also is averse to trading on the exchange, 
there is nothing left but the smallest kind of 
investment business. 

Now, it is proposed that the brokerage 
houses and the banks shall consider the more 
favorable side of the situation and offer rea- 
sonable cooperation in enlarging the local 
market. In this instance benefiting the mar- 
ket will mean benefiting themselves. It will 
mean more commisstons for the stock brok- 
ers, and it will mean higher interest rates for 
the Chicago banks. The local money market 
always averages higher than New York, and 
if the banks and the brokers working together 
build up a creditable exchange business the 
banks will be enabled to loan a much larger 
percentage of their funds in Chicago than 
they do at this time. 


Investment to Be Attracted. 

Again, success begets sucess. Given a 
good local market, the attention of traders 
and investors who now do business in New 
York securities will be attracted, In a 
great many ways Chicago will be helped by 
a good stock exchange. It is no idle saying to 
assert that in the surrounding territory sur- 
plus wealth has grown to such a volume 
that it.can be attracted toward investments 
recommended by Chicago banks, bond and 
commission houses. 

In the work of advertising the exchange, of 
negotiating with corporations having seouri- 
ties to list, in calling attention to the facil- 
ities for trading here, the new chairman and 
secretary of the exchange will find the begin- 
ning of his labors and the opening of a field 
of useful and profitable activity. 


Chicago Railways. 

The annual meeting of the Chicago Rall- 
ways company was held yesterday, and the 
trustees under the participation certificate 
agreement re@lected the following directors:
